2. Citations and explanations 
Claims 1-5 

None of the documents cited in the ISR describes combustion promoting fluid spray pipes of an 
incinerator, each (1) having a triple pipe structure or a quadruple pipe structure consisting of an air supply pipe, 
a steam and/or combustible gas supply pipe and a cooling water pipe concentrically, to name from the center 
and (2) being positioned to face in the circumferential direction for producing a swirl current in the combustion 
chamber. This constitution is not considered to be obvious to a person skilled in the art either. 
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
